Communications have goné through our 
foreign and colonial offices to every quarter 
of the globe inviting artists and manv- 
facturers of all countries to forward speci- 
mens of their workmanship to the grand 
competitive display. All the necessary 
preparations are in progress—most of the 
preliminaries are actually settled, The 
Commissioners meet daily for the arrange- 
ment of the multifarious details, and the 
extensive organisation, provincial and 
foreign, which achieved the splendid 
triumph of 1851 is again set in motion to 
eclipseit by the still greater triumph of 1862, 

We repeat, they are brave men who have 
resolved upon this enterprise, There is a 
moral gallantry in their decision which 
challenges our admiration and commands 
our profoundest respect, Less courageous 
spirits might have been daunted by the 
unsettled and even lowering aspect of the 
political heavens, For some time past the

ask the agitated nations to place side by side the best products 
of their manufacturing skill for the purpose of comparison; to 
summon them to a rivalry from which all may derive advan- 
tage, just when they were brooding over the possibilities of a 
contest from which none are likely to retire unscathed. 

But this very faith tends to secure its own reward—this high 
moral courage is well adapted to bring about the very result at 
which it has dared toaim, Possibly it’ may be found that the 
nations have been waiting and wistfully listening for the key- 
note of peace, and now that it is sounded will joyfully take up 
the strain and give it an harmonious expression. Perhaps we 
have all been too mistrustful, too suspicious of each other's 
movements, too anxiously on the look out for coming evils, 
Who can say what change a salutary diversion of thought may 
not effect? May it not be the commencement of a happier 
decade should public anxiety be diverted for a while from a 
competition of armaments, and men of.all nations begin to take 
a livelier interest in the more peaceful and remunerative pro- 
ductions of human skill and labour? Is not Europe ripe for 
such achange? Does she not yearn for it? She has held long 
enough en the weather-tack ; may not the Great Exhibition of 
1862 alter her course? Small events sometimes lead to great 
consequences, just as rudders govern the movements of big ships. 
The éyent we are contemplating may seem small:in comparison 
with the international interests of the various States of Europe, | 
But, if it.puts men upon a different tack of public thought and 
eare and enterprise, it_may yet conduce to yesults of inconceiv- | 
able importance,‘and may govern the world’s course for some | 
years tocome, We say not that it will be so; we do not mge it 
as highly probable; but we do say that the faith which has 
launched this magnificent project for 1862 is not ill adapted to 
give just that new turn to general thought and concern which 
will eventually get rid of the nightmare that has so long dis- 
quieted the nations of Europe. 

But there is another aspect under which the projectors of this | 
second Great Exhibition have displayed courage of no common 
order, The great, the altogether unprecedented, success of the 
first necessarily tended to deter men from a second attempt. 
Comparisons will, of course, be instituted between the one and 
the other, and irresolute minds might very naturally hesitate to 
start another enterprise of the kind while the prestige of the 
first still lingers amongst us, especially as its success cannot be 
aided now as it was then by the novelty of its character, The 
Commissioners, however, have risen superior to all such con- 
siderations, and, no doubt, they are right. Refusing to be 
governed by petty fears, they have dared to look calmly at both 
sides of the question, and the event, we are convinced, will prove 
the soundness of their judgment. 

They have now a much distincter and better-detined ideal of 
what such an Exhibition should be than it was possible to have 
formed in 1851. Experience has shown what arc the defects to 
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be avoided and what the features of excellence to be more fully 
developed, The industrial world, moreover, has become keenly 
alive to the advantages accruing from such international com- 
petitive displays,.and every conspicuous firm will be eager to 
send up their choicest specimens of manufacturing skill. Since 
1851 both the fine and the industrial arts have made astonishing 
progress, not only in this country but on the Continent. The 
rivalry on the forthcoming trial will haye more zest—the am- 
bition to excel will be far more operative—the works sent for exhi- 
bition will probably be of a much higher range of merit than 
before. We shall have fewer toys, and many more chefs- 
d@’-cenvre. The whole thing will be treated more in a spirit of 
business,.and léss as.a novel entertainment. The competition 
between foreigners and ourselves will be more real, painstaking, 
energetic, and critical, The preparations for it will be more 
serious, Genius and skill will be put more on their mettle. 
Taste will be more fastidious, All the articles which represent 
human ingenuity and success in converting raw materials into 
textures, forms, and combinations for use, comfort, beauty, or 
power will be more select and recherchés, And, as a result, 
there can be little room for doubt, the tout ensemble of the 
Great Exhibition of 1862 will far outshine that of 1851, 

The Commissioners have decided upon giving much larger 
proportions this time than last to a display of the fine arts, 
There is to be a noble picture gallery constructed for works of 
modern painters—a repetition of the Manchester experiment, 
but probably restricted to the productions of the last hundred 
years. Sculpture, also, we suppose, will be much more adequately 
represented on this occasion than it was on the last. We hope 
that architecture, particularly domestic architecture, will be able 
to do better credit than formerly to its resources and its taste. 
A much fuller expansion of this feature of the Exhibition will 
give it great attractiveness, and will, no doubt, tend to make its 
success more certain and more brilliant. 

We hail the stupendons enterprise with cordial satisfaction, 
We fee) grateful to its projectors. We confidently augur, as we 
earnestly desire, its success, It is one of the most encouraging 
features of the present age, one of the surest pledges of “a good 
time coming,” that the nations of the earth, so severed from 
each other by differences of race, language, customs, and social 
and political institutions, have discovered one common area 
upon which they can periodically meet, compare notes, and take 
stock of each other's progress—and that area one identified with 
peace, industry, and civilisation, It casts the light of a radiant 
hope far into the future. It is familiarising us with the belief 
that “we all are brethren.” It is gradually elevating productive 
labour and skill to their proper rank of dignity. It is slowly 
but surely rounding off by pleasant cdéntact the angularities of 
national character, and destroying men’s prejudices “by 
enlarging their ideas, It helps mightily to diffuse comfort 
and even taste, among the millions of hardhanded and 
toilstained workers in all lands, It tends to spread amongst all 
peoples the best triumphs of mind over matter, It corrects 
excessive self-esteem, by showing unobserved, and sometimes 





unesvepected, excellences in others, It multiplies the tits which 


bind man to man and nation to nation; and it is, pos 
sibly, laying the fourdation for that future order of things 
which we all desire, and which some of us believingly. antiti- 
pate, when the human family shall be reunited, and the mutual 
enmities of its various races shall permanently give way to 
mutual sympathy, fellowship, assistance, and brotherly love;

LORD PALMERSTON spoke very plainly at the close of Monday's 
debate on the Navy Estimates. He replied to those who had 
expressed opinions that we were doing too much and had 
nothing to fear, and he stated in the most distinct manner that 
the policy of France had for some time been, avowedly, to 
creat a Navy that should be equal, and perhaps superior, to that 
of this country. France was also endeavouring to obtain all 
over the world stations which would enable her, in the 
event of a rupture, to inflict the utmost injury upon our 
commerce; and he urged that the only way to avoid 
such a rupture was to be prepared for war. This, from the 
Prime Mini#ter of England, was felt to be unanswerable, The 
Estimates will be voted, probably with little modification, 
About twelve millions of money are asked, which is only about 
800,000 less than last year’s demand, The documents show 
that we shall have about 688 vessels of all kinds, ba re 
upwards of 17,000 guns; but, though the French Navy is, in 


point of number, 266 afloat and 61 preparing, the French Army 
is six times as large as ours, Russia, Spain, and Italy are also 
largely augmenting their fleets, and, in case of war, it is quite 
possible that two at least of those Powers may be arrayed 
against us. So that we cannot afford to assist Mr. Gladstone 
out of the Navy Estimates, and doubt not that in his Budget 








speech the Chancellor of the Exchequer will remember his 
chief's declarations. 

The language used by the Premier in reference to the conduct 
of Spain's non-performance of her anti-slavery duties has given, 
a8 was probably intended, the utmost umbrage at Madrid. The 
Minister there has indeed been good enough to declare his belief 
that, if Lord Palmerston spoke as he is reported to have done, it 
was only in the heat of argument, and that he would not repeat 
such expressions in any diplomatic document, The idea of the 
coel veteran at the head of our Government being, at his years, 
betrayed into objectionable language by the warmth of a debate 
is sufficiently amusing, and shows how Spanish Ministers must 
speculate upon the ignorance of a Spanish public as to the cha- 
racter and habits of English statesmen, In a country where 
political chiefs insult one another and proceed to personal 
violence, as was the case in Spain upon the accession of one of 
her latest Ministries, such suppositions may easily be received, 
but how they must be smiled at in Paris, The Minister went 
on to say that if Lord Palmerston presumed to address any 
offensive observations to the Spanish Government they would 
not be received, or at all events would not be noticed, as it 
would be below Spanish honour to permit any insult to be 
offered to it. A contemporary reminds these sensitive Spaniards 
that the London Stock Exchange repeats day after day the 
most damaging insult which a nation can receive, for it prohibits 
the quotation of the “ securities” of a country which has stained 
itself by repudiation of debt. 

In Paris the debates continue to be interesting, and the public 
being once more allowed to participate, to a certain extent, in 
politics shows that it has been from no want of will that 
political discussion has been so long hushed. The journalists 
write with gravity and thoughtfulness on the subjects of debate, 
and a new taste for such disquisitions is succeeding to the 
desire for frivolous badinage upon flimsy novels, and 
on the sayings and doings of fiddlers and the ballet, 
Let us hope that the stronger meat will not be thought too 
nourishing by those who have the selection of the 
national fare. The speech of Prince Napoleon is still 
the theme of talk; but it is said that his proposition 
for giving the Pope a slice of Rome and an isolated 
sovereignty has caused so much anger at the Vatican thata 
semi-official repudiation of that part of the speech has, been 
made on behalf of the Emperor, Events, however, are pressing 
upon both the Imperial and Papal Cabinets a speedy solution of 
the problem what is to be done with the King-Priest whose 
subjects detest his Kingcraft, and who has himself no con- 
fidence in hia priestship. His advocates in the English Parlia- 
ment do him more harm than good by emitting complaints 
which draw forth from English Ministers denunciations which 
spread all over Europe, and intensify the general conviction that 
the temporal power of the Pope is numbered with the things of 
the past, 

That the American journals should lend any credence to the 
tale that the disaffected Southerners had actually planned the 
assassination of the new President shows to whai a pitch party 

In the absence of 
furtherevidence we are reluctant to believe in the story ofthe 
infernal machine said to have been found in the railway-car in 
which Mr. Lincoln travelled, but it is certain that the President 
finished his journey to Washington with a rapidity originally 
unintended, and without making his friends aware of his move- 
ments, To read of the Presideat’s wife in tears, and urging her 
husband to depart suddenly, seems like turning back the page of 
history for a couple of hundred years, If we rightly understand 
his act it was a wise precaution to prevent any popular dis- 


turbance, and no man on either side the Atlantic will question

midable antagonist, has had an interview with him, and, it is 
said, urged him to decide upon a pacific course ; but Mr. Lincoln 
is too wary a man to fall into any trap, and made the same sort 
of answer that Lord Palmerston would give under such circum- 
stances, namely—that the question was under his best considera- 
tion, But news of the inauguration will, in all probability, 
arrive in time to be found in another column, Meantime the 
latest news is of the alarmist character, and speaks of the 
President’s intention to reinforce Fort Sumter, and collect the 
dues by means of war-vessels, while the leading New York 
journal says that all hope of adjustment has passed, and the 
South is preparing for battle, 

It would seem that a concili policy is, after all, to be 
adopted by St. Petersburg, and the Poles are not to be dragooned. 
The interment of the victims to the recent demonstration was 
permitted to be solemnised in the most remarkable manner, and 
we do not even hear, as yet, of any “ examples ” being made of 
those who are known to have been the chief instigators of the 
homage tothe White Eagle. It is possible that by abstinence 
from severity the Government may delay the outbreak of Polish 
revolt, and the more so that Hungary has been emphatically 
warned by her best friends not to take the initiative at present, as 
any violence will damage the cause of liberty. All must hope 
that the freedom of Central Europe may be worked out 
without bloodshed, but we fear few can give a very strong reason 
for that hope. In the consolidation and unity of Italy lie the 
best guarantees for the formation of a general public opinion 
which shall operate upon the most obstinate adherents to 
despotism, even upon such dullards as the French Legitimists, 
who cannot see that such Kings as Francis Joseph are the worat 
foes of Legitimacy, and who are about to present him with a 
splendid testimonial for having caused the needless slaughter of 
thousands of better men than himself. A golden model of the 
brazen bull of Perillus would not be an inappropriate donation 
to the Sovereign who tortured so ably. 

Happily, at home we have no fiercer strife than an ignoble 
war for the freedom of civic thoroughfares. Some of the magis- 
trates have resolved on expelling the peripatetic venders of the 
golden spheres of Seville (language should rise with the subject)

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THE HON. JEFFERSON DAVIS. 

Since we a few weeks ago, a portrait of Mr. Lincoln, 
the President elect of the United States, one startling event 
has followed another in that country in sufficiently rapid suc- 
cession to take away the breath from even the most ahead 
of our Transatlantic cousins, His election, like a firebrand thrown 
into combustible materials, set the South in a blaze. First South 
Carolina seceded from the Union, followed quickly by Mississippi, 
Alabama, Florida, Georgia, Louisiana, and Texas. These States pro- 
ceeded forthwith to form themselves into a new Union, called the 
Confederate States of America; and on the 18th ult. Mr, 
Davis (whose Portrait we = on our first page) was inaugurated 
at Montgomery, Alabama, President of the Southern Confi a 
We gather from the American papers some iculars of his life, 
though it is difficult, owing to the sway of party spirit at the 
present time in the States, to get an unbiassed account of any 
one of their public men. General Davis first made himself conspicuous 
when a young man as a strong and unyielding advocate of the 
repudiation of her bonds by the State of Mississippi. He was 
sent to the United States’ House of Representatives, and then 
to the National Senate, by the grateful Mississippians. When 
the Mexican war was begun he left Congress, and took an 
active part in the contest, being much superior to most of the 
leading volunteers of those times, as he was a trained soldier, having 
been educated at West Point, and having served in the alar army. 
He distinguished himself particularly at Buena Vista, un General 
Taylor, whose son-in-law he was. When Pierce was made President, 
in 1853, General Davis was appointed Secretary of War. and was the 
most powerful member of the Administration, ruling the President and 
also most of the members of the Cabinet. The only man who ma 
to keep tolerably ind ent of him was Secretary cy, who was 
at the head of the State department, and who kept his attention 

rincipally directed to foreign affairs. The Pro-Slave: policy of the 

ierce Administration was due to Davis's character and conduct. He 
went out of the Cabinet when Mr. Buchanan became President, and 
was elected to the Senate by the Legislature of Mississippi, and held 
the office until he recently left it on the secession of his State. Elected 
President of the new Confederacy, his success in that way is es sre 
to indicate the ascendency of moderate ideas among the Confederates, 
some of whom are understood to be quite willing to return into the 


Union.

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BY A BEAR AT BERNE. 
Aw English gentleman met his 
death in the bear-pit at Berne in a 
shocking manner on the night of 
the 4th instant. The painful occur- 
rence is thus stated in a letter from 
Berne, dated March 5 -—‘ Captain 
Lorts, after supping with some 
friends, took a welk through the 
city in company with three other 
Englishmen. As the bear-pit 
lay in their way, 
went for pastime to look at 
bears. is pit was 
into two compartments, Im one 
of which was a male bear, 
and in the other the female and 
several cubs. While bending over 
the railings, watching the animals, 
Captain Lorts over ced himself, 
and fell into that part of the pit in 
which the old bear was ed, 
breaking his arm in the fall, One 
hour elapsed before any assistance 
was obtained. Efforts were then 
made to extricate the unfortunate 
man from his perilous position by 
means of hoisting him up with ropes. 
It is remarkable that up to this time 
the old bear, although the most 
savage of the family, and there- 
fore placed in a sé te com- 
partment, had not attempted to 
injure the young man. ut this 
state of things was not to. last 
long. At the moment when he was 
being hoisted out of the pit, and 
had reached halfway up, the bear 
became savage and tore him down 
into the pit again. A horrible 
struggle then ensued, which, after 
nearly half an hour's duration, re- 
sulted in Captain Lorts being 
killed by the ferocious beast. One 
of the party of Englishmen would 
have jumped into the pit to his 
friend’s aid had he not been forcibly 
tk Great 


e from the ter whence it 
ought to have been rendered, even 
at the risk of life. A sentinel was 
posted at about thirty paces from 
} vit, and I understand that a 
investigation has been 
inst ed into this man’s conduct.” 
A letter from Berne, dated the 
h inst., says:—‘‘The misfortune 
cost Captain Lorts his life on 
Sunday last has given rise to a 
diplomatic correspondence between 
the English Minis‘er here and tke 
Federal Council. The former sent 
a note to the President, in which strong complaints were made against 
the policeof the town. The Council replied by pointing out the result 
of the inquiry which had been held on the subject, and which showed 
that the English secretary of the Embassy was the only companion 
of the Captain when the bear-pit was visited, and that after bis fall 
two members of the Sardinian Embassy, accompanied by a baker, 
hastened thither, and that the latter raised the unfortunate man 
several feet from the ground by reaching him with his hand, but that 
the bear pulled him down again. The police officer on duty had not 
even his gun loaded, but much indignation was expressed at the 
circumstance that he had refused to give up his weapon as a means 
of attack on the bear. On the whole, it was considered to be an un- 
fortunate fatality, for during the time the Englishman scoured the 
town to. procure assistance, knowing neither the locality nor the 
languag¢, much valuable time was lost, The funeral took place yes-
